Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1950. 

During  the  year  under  reviev/  the  Council  completed  a major 
reconstruction  of  the  length  of  main  sev/er  in  Latimer  Road,  adjoining 
the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  V7orks.  Reference  is  made  in  the 
body  of  the  Report  to  the  technical  details  of  the  work  involved. 

Since  the  completion  of  this  work,  although  some  areas  of  the 
tov/n  have  suffered  a certain  extent  of  flooding  caused  by  a high 
level  of  sub-soil  v/ater,  there  has  been  no  instance  of  complaints 
of  surcharge  sewers,  which  in  past  years  have  given  rise  to  most 
unsatisfactory  conditions.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
improvement  has  been  due  to  the  absence  of  infiltration  in  the 
important  length  of  sev/er  in  Latimer  Road. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  area  has  again  been 
low.  Details  of  cases  are  included  in  the  Report,  from  which 
it  will  be  noted  that  only  one  case  of  infantile  paralysis  v/as 
notified  during  the  year  1950. 

Since  July,  5th,  1948,  the  responsibility  for  providing 
diphtheria  immunisation  has  rested  with  the  County  and  County 
Borough  Councils,  as  Local  Health  Authorities,  but  the  co-operation 
of  other  local  authorities  is  essential  for  the  success  of  the 
campaign. 

The  Council  will  no  doubt  wish  to  have  some  statistical 
evidence  to  ascertain  the  value  of  this  preventive  inoculation. 

The  latest  provisional  figure  for  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  1949 
(the  latest  full  year  for  which  a total  is  available)  was  85 
compared  with  an  average  of  about  2,800  deaths  annually  in  the  10 
year  period  1931/40.  The  provisional  number  of  deaths  for  the 
first  half  of  1950  was  32  compared  with  53  feu'’  the  same  pericxi  in 
1949*  In  the  Chesham  Urban  District  Council  area  there  has  been 
no  confirmed  case  of  diphtheria  in  a child  notified  during  the 
past  seven  years. 

One  factor  which  is  now  threatening  the  continued  success  of 
the  campaign  is  that  the  great  reduction  in  the  incidence  and 
mortality  of  diphtheria,  as  a result  of  immunisation,  now  makes  it 
less  easy  to  bring  home  to  parents  the  vital  importance  of  protecting 
their  children  than  it  used  to  be  when  most  of  them  had  first-hand 
knowledge  of  this  disease  among  their  own  or  their  neighbours' 
children.  A drop  in  the  number  of  ininuni  sat  ions  done  during  the 
first  half  of  1950  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1949  shows 
that  this  trend  cannot  bo  ignored  and  that  a special  effort  is 
needed  if  we  are  not  to  lose  ground. 


It  is  again  my  pleasing  duty  to  thank  my  colloaguc-s  and  other 
officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 
Particularly  would  I thank  Mr.  Saturley,  the  Council's  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  assistance,  and  finally, 

Mr.  Chairman  and.  Councillors,  I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  active 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  throughout  the  year.

1 flOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 


Chesham  UrLan  District  is  situated  in  the  Oxford  Regional 
Hospital  Area,  The  Regional  Hospital  Board,  has  d.elegated  the 
duty  management  of  the  local  hospitals  to  the  High  'Vycomhe  and 
District  Management  Committee  v/hich  in  turn  has  delegated  day- 
to-day  administration  to  tv/o  House  Co^nmittees.  One  House 
Committee  is  responsible  for  three  hospitals,  vi'^.,  the 
Amersham  General  Hospital,  the  Chesham  (Cottage)  Hospital  and 
the  Stone  Maternity  Hospital,  Chalfont  St.  Giles.  The  other 
is  responsible  for  the  Cha.lfont  and  Gerrards  Cross  Hospital, 
Chalfont  St.  Peter. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  and  needing 
admission  to  hospital  are  removed  to  either  Aylesbury  Isolation 
Hospital  or  the  Park  Isolation  Hospital,  Reading,  according  to 
the  patient’s  residence  or  the  availability  of  accommodation  in 
either  of  these  hospitals. 

The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  decided  that  Booker 
Isolation  Hospital  is  to  be  adapted  and  used  for  non-inf ectious 
categories  of  patient,  including  chronic  sick,  for  whom  existing 
accommodation  is  inadequate. 


2 LABORATORY  SERVICES. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory'  Service,  organised  and 
administered  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry'’  of 
Health  since  1939?  will  continue  to  be  administered  on  a peace- 
time basis  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an  initial  period 
of  five  years  after  the  appointed,  day  of  the  Rational  Health 
Service  Act,  1946* 

The  Service  is  concerned  v/ith  Bacteriology'’ and  Epidemiology 
in  relation  to  the  d.iagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  situate  at 
Walton  Street,  Oxford,  and.  in  general,  undertakes  free  of  charge 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  such  specimens  as  sputum, 
nose  and  throat  swabs,  faeces,  urine,  blood,  etc. 

The  chemical  examination  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  Southwark  Borough  Council. 


4 ambulance  services 


Since  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
ambulance  facilities  of  all  kinds.  The  Bucks  County  Council 
provides  an  ambulance  service  for  non-infectious  cases  for  the 
v/hole  of  the  County  through  the  agency  of  the  Order  of  St.  John 
and  the  British  Red.  Cross  Society.  Two  St.  John's  Ambulances 
are  stationed  in  Chesham. 


AmlDulances  for  the  removal  of  Infeotioas  cases  are  stationed  a 
Aylesbury  and  Slough. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  the  splendid  services  performed  'ey 
the  Chesham  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  in  the  year  under  review,

D SANITARY  Cl RCmi STANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1 WATER  SUPPLY. 


Briefly  the  Undertakings  within  the  Chesham  Urban  District 
are  as  follows;- 


(a)  Chesham  Urban  District  Council  supply  a part  of  the  district 
which  can  conveniently  be  described  as  the  area  of  the  Urban  District 
prior  to  the  extension  of  boundaries  to  their  present  ‘position. 

The  area  of  supply  is  1,357  acres  being  approximately  40  per  cent, 
of  the  Urban  Area  (3y489  acres),  but  it  contains  about  78  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  dv/elling-houses . 


(Td)  Rlctanansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valiev  V/ater  Co..,  serves  vrhat  we 
might  call  the  North-V/est  area  v/hich  extends  roughly  frcm 
Chart  ridge  Lane  to  the  west  side  of  Vale  Road  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  district.  Within  this  district  in  Pednor  Road  there 
are  approximately  ten  dwelling-houses  v/hich  have  individual  hore- 
holes  and  hand-pumps. 

These  boreholes  are  subject  to  regular  sampling  and  the  v/ater 
is  reported  to  be  of  high  bacterial  and  chemical  purity. 


(c)  The  Great  Berkhamsted  Water  Co.,  serves  the  North-East  area 
which  comprises  the  fringe  formed  by  the  difference  in  the  tv/o 
boundaries,  the  old  and  the  nev/,  and  which  extends  roughly  from 
the  east  side  of  Vale  Road,  Nashleigh  Hill,  to  Lye  Green  Road. 


(d)  Arne r.s ham  and.  Be.a c o n sf i e l.d.  I'^/abeT, . _C,q . . supplies  the  southern 
area,  mainly  Bois  Moor  Road,  v/hich  comprises  a very  small  part  of 
the  district.

Samples  collected  from  sv/imming  pools  and  bathing  places. 

During  the  year,  tv/o  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
public  swimming  bath  controlled  by  the  Council,  and  the  results 
of  the  bacteriological  examination  on  the  samples  v/ere  reasonabl3* 
satisfactory. 
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I am  satisfied  with  the  purity  of  the  water  from  all  undertakings 
within  the  Urban  District  of  Chesham  both  in  regard  to  quality  and 
quantity.  The  supplies  receive  no  treatment  other  than  chlorination 
and  the  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plurabosolvent  action. 

The  number  of  dv/elling-houses,  having  no  internal  v/ater  supply 
is  smalls  being  approximately  two  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
dv\rellings  and  many  of  these  v/ould  have  been  dealt  v/ith  under  the 
Housing  Acts  but  for  the  coiranencement  of  hostilities, 

2.  SEVERAGE  AMD  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL. 

Only  the  outlying  areas  of  the  District  remain  unsewered,  in 
areas  where,  due  to  the  contours  of  the  land,  the  necessary  fall  to 
the  sewage  farm  would  be  difficult  to  obtain.  The  Council’s  cess- 
pool emptying  machine  emptied  3^6  cesspools  during  1950,  119  of  these 
being  in  the  Urban  District,  v/hilst  the  remainder  were  in  adjoining 
areas . 

The  sewerage  is  on  the  separate  system,  the  soil  water  sower 
discharging  at  the  Council's  Sov/age  Disposal  Plant  in  Latimer  Road, 
Chesham, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
following  brief  details  of  the  major  reconstruction  of  the  outfall 
sewer  in  Latimer  Road. 

During  1950,  the  old  15  inch  diameter  stonewai^e  main  sev/er 
between  Lords  Mill,  Waterside,  and  the  Sev/age  Disposal  V'orks  v/as 
replaced  by  a new  20  inch  diameter  cast  iron  sower.  New  detritus  tanks 
were  also  constructed  at  the  sewer  outfall  including  screens.  The 
length  of  the  new  sewer  is  just  over  3/k  mile. 

3.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

All  house  refuse  collected  in  the  Urban  District  is  disposed  of 
by  incineration  at  the  Council's  Incinerator  Plant  in  Latimer  Road, 
Chesham.

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6.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936.  PROVISION  OP  DUSTBINS 


Section  75  (l)  of  the  Puhlic  Health  Act,  1936  provides  that 
a notice  requiring  the  provision  of  a dusfbin  may  he  served  hy 
the  Local  Authority  upon  either  the  owner  or  the  occupier,  the 
Local  Authority  themselves  deciding  upon  whom  to  serve  the  notice 
after  consideration  of  the  relevant  factors.  In  practice,  most 
notices  have  heen  served  upon  the  owners.  Recently,  however, 
appeals  hy  aggrieved  owners  have  in  several  cases  lead  to  court 
decisions  against  the  Local  Authorities  concerned,  although  the 
court  rulings  did  little  to  clarify  the  responsibility  of  ov/ners 
and  occupiers  in  general. 

Following  the  recommendation  of  the  Puhlic  Health  Comnittee, 
the  Chesham  Urban  District  Council  decided  in  May.  1950  to  deal 
with  the  matter  hy  proceeding  under  Section  75  (3;  of  the  Act, 
as  amended,  which  provides  that  in  lieu  of  requiring  the  ovmers 
or  occupiers  of  buildings  to  provide  and  maintain  dustbins,  the 
Local  Authority  may  themselves  undertake  to  provide  and  maintain 
such'  dustbins  as  may  be  necessary.  So  long  as  such  an  under- 
taking is  in  force  the  Local  Authority  may  make  an  annual  charge 
not  exceeding  5/~  in  respect  of  each  dustbin,  and  such  charge  may 
be  recovered  as  part  of  -the  general  rate  in  respect  of  the  premises 
for  which  the  dustbin  has  been  provided. 

When  the  Public  Health  Department  becomes  aware  of  un- 
satisfactory arrangements  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse,  a 
letter  is  first  sent  to  the  owner  of  the  building,  drav/ing  his 
attention  to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  a dustbin.  At  the 
same  time  he  is  informed  that  'the  Council  can  themselves  provide 
a dustbin  at  the  premises  making  an  annual  charge  for  the  service, 
but  in  order  that  he  may  provide  a dustbin  himself,  if  he  so  desires, 
a period  of  28  days  is  allowed  to  elapse  before  further  action  is 
taken.  If  after  this  period  no  dustbin  has  been  provided  the 
Council  put  into  operation  the  arrangements  outlined  above. 

Since  the  adoption  of  this  alternative  procedure  9 dustbins 
have  been  provided  by  the  Council  at  houses  within  the  District.

6.  RODENT  CONTROL. 


On  the  31st  March,  1950,  the  Prevention  of  Damage  hy  Pests 
Act,  1949?  came  into  operation,  and  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 
Act,  1919?  was  repealed.  The  important  difference  hetv/een  the 

new  and  old  Acts  is  that  Borough  and.  District  Councils  are  nov/ 
directly  vested,  with  powers,  whereas  formerly  the  vesting  v/as  in 
the  County  Councils,  with  the  option  of  delegation  to  Borough  and 
District  Councils  willing  to  accept  the  duties.  In  these  days, 
when  District  Councils  are  losing  so  many  of  their  powers  to  the 
County  Authorities,  it  is  refreshing  to  note  an  instance  of  the 
reverse  process  taking  place. 

The  nawAct  emphasises  the  primary  obligation  as  being  upon 
the  Local  Authority  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  practicable,  its 
area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice.  Under  the  old  Act  the 
primary  duty  was  laid  upon  the  ind.ividual  occupier,  coupled,  vath 
a right  of  the  Local  Authority  to  enforce  the  reouirement  upon 
him. 


It  is  now  the  duty  of  occupiers  to  give  written  notice  v/hen 
they  have  knowledge  that  rats  and  mice  are  present  on  their 
premises  in  substantial  numbers.  It  is  important  to  note  that 
the  new  requirement  does  not  remove  the  right  of  the  occupier  to 
arrange  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  his  premises,  nor 
does  the  exercise  of  that  right  relieve  him  of  the  duty  of  giving 
notice  of  their  presence  in  substantial  numbers. 

The  operation  of  the  new  Act  has  entailed,  little  modification 
of  this  Council's  existing  methods  of  rodent  control,  and  a 
regular  survey  of  the  district,  together  with  regular  treatments 
of  the  Council's  sowers,  has  been  maintained  with  satisfactory 
results. 

Set  out  below  is  a summary  of  the  Rodent  Officer's  work, 
followed  by  a copy  of  the  form  of  annual  return  required  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and.  Fisheries  under  the  provisions  of 
the  new  Act.  In  this  particular  instance,  the  return  applies  to 
the  period  from  the  31st  March,  1950  until  31st  Decem.ber  1950.

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  above-mentioned 
Regulations  on  the  1st  October,  1949 > the  duties  of  Local 
Authorities  have  been  concerned  mainly  v/ith  the  enforcement  of 
provisions  relating  to  the  distribution  of  milk  and  to  its 
handling  and  treatment  at  premises  other  than  dairy  farms.  The 
provisions  with  regard  to  infection  of  milk  v/ith  diseases 
communicable  to  man  are  also  the  responsibility  of  Local 
Authorities . 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  bottled  milk  in  respect  of 
which  the  special  designation  "Pasteurised"  v/as  in  use  were 
collected  from  licensed  distributors  in  the  area  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  laboratory 
reported  that  all  the  samples  passed  the  prescribed  tests  for 
"Pasteurised"  milk.

2.  MEAT  INSPSCTION. 

Meat  Inspection  at  Slaughterhouse 

The  Ministry  of  Pood  continue  to  operate  the  slaughterhouse 
situated  on  the  premises  of  the  Chesham,  Wycombe  and  Tring 
Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Chesham.  This 
slaughterhouse,  which  is  of  modern  construction,  serves  as  a 
slaughtering  centre  for  the  supply  of  home-killed  beef,  veal 
and  mutton  for  Chesham  and  the  surrounding  districts.  This  area  has  a 
population  of  over  50,000. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  has  increased  considerably,  partly/-  due  to  the 
restricted  supply  of  imported  meat.  The  Council’s  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  responsible  for  the  examination  of  all  meat,  and 
a system  of  100^  inspection  is  in  operation.  This  work  has 
involved  739  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  during  the  past  twelve 
months.

Cysticercus  Bovls  Infestation  of  Cattle. 

In  November,  1948,  a Ministry  of  Pood  Circular  was  received 
drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  cases  of  cysticercus  hovis 
infestation  of  cattle  had  "been  reported  from  different  parts 
of  the  country,  Cysticercus  hovis  infestation,  although  common 
in  many  foreign  countries,  had  hitherto  heen  extremely  rare 
amongst  home -killed  animals. 

Cysticercus  hovis  is  the  larval  state  in  the  life  cycle  of 
Taenia  Saginata,  a tapev/orm  which  inhabits  the  intestine  of  man. 
Infected  persons  excrete  ova  from  the  tapeworm  and  these  are 
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consumed  by  cattle  feeding  on  sewage  contaminated  pastures. 

In  the  affected  animals  the  cystic  stage  of  the  tapev/orm  develops 
and  produces  a condition  commonly  known  as  ’’Measly  Beef”.  The 
cysts  have  a predeliction  for  muscular  parts,  chiefly  the 
musculature  of  the  head,  tongue,  heart  and  diaphragm.  It  follows 
that  human  beings  are  infected  by  consuming  moat  containing  active 
cysts . 

Thorough  cooking  is  capable  of  destroying  the  cysts  but  as 
a large  number  of  people  habitually  consume  meat  in  a partially 
cooked  state  it  is  unsafe  to  rely  upon  this  measure.  Prolonged 
freezing  has  been  found  to  destroy  the  cysts  and  it  has  therefore 
been  the  practice  for  infested  carcases  to  be  subjected  to  a 
period  of  refrigeration  before  release  for  human  consumption. 
Alternatively,  the  infested  carcases  have  been  sent  to  approved 
manufacturers  of  meat  products  v/here  they  are  certain  of  receiving 
adequate  cooking.  The  carcases  of  any  heavily  infested  animals 
are  condemned. 

During  post-mortem  examination  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Chesham  Slaughterhouse  in  1950,  12  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were 
discovered,  representing  an  incidence  of  0.8^  in  animals  examined. 
The  examinations  revealed  only  slight  infestations,  limited  to 
one  or  two  cysts  in  each  animal,  but  the  entire  carcase  and  offal 
in  each  case  was  nevertheless  subjected  to  the  treatment  mentioned 
above  before  release  for  human  consumption. 

It  is  now  apparent  that  a reservoir  of  human  infection  v/ith 
Taenia  Saginata  exists  in  this  country,  the  infection  having  most 
likely  been  introduced  during  the  v/ar  and  immediate  post-v/ar  years 
by  prisoners  of  war  and  foreign  workers.  The  task  of  tracing 
the  source  of  infection  follov/ing  the  discovery  of  an  infested 
animal  is  a difficult  one.  In  the  first  place,  the  animal 
concerned  may  have  changed  hands  several  times  in  the  months 
preceding  slaughter,  and  ov/ners  are  often  unable  to  give  the 
history  of  ind-ividual  animals.  Secondly , if  an  infested  animal  is 
identified  with  a particular  fam  for  an  appreciable  period  it  is 
still  not  easy  to  trace  the  human  carriers  owing  to  the  itinerant 
nature  of  labour  on  many  farms.  In  a dition  the  v/idespread  use 
of  sewage  sludge  on  farm  land  complicates  the  problem. 

Vi/hen  cases  have  been  discovered  in  the  Chesham  Slaughterhouse, 
all  available  particulars  of  the  animals  have  been  forward.ed  to 
the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Authorities  in  v/hose  Districts 
the  animals  were  knov/n  to  have  been  last  located.  It  is,  however, 
disappointing  to  record  that  none  of  the  Authorities  notified  in 
this  way  have  reported  any  success  in  tracing  human  carriers.

5.  POOD  AM)  DRUGS  ACT,  I938  - SECTION  15 . BYELAWS 


Section  15  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  empov/ers 
Local  Authorities  to  make  Byelav/s  for  securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection 
with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of 
food  in  the  open  air. 

In  October,  1949>  new  Model  Byelaws,  prepared  by  a working 
party  of  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood  and  Ministry  of  Health 
were  issued  for  the  guidance  of  Local  Authorities  intending  to 
make  such  Byelaws.  After  consideration  of  the  matter,  this 
Council  decided  to  seek  approval  for  the  adoption  of  Byelaws 
closely  following  the  Model  Byelaws.  The  Byelav/s  were  con- 
firmed, v/ithout  amendment  by  the  Minister  of  Pood  on  the  12th 
June,  1950,  and  came  into  operation  on  the  17th  July,  1950. 

These  Byelav/s  represent  a valuable  supplement  to  the  existing 
legislation  and  observance  of  their  provisions  by  all  concerned 
will  undoubtedly  bring  about  a very  desirable  improvement  of  the 
hygienic  cond.it ions  in  the  food  trade. 

A copy  of  the  Byelaws  has  been  sent  to  every  food  trader 
in  the  District,

Twenty-four  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  majority  of  the  samples 
were  taken  from  supplies  of  ice-cream  manufactured  in  the 
District  and  where  the  laboratory  reports  indicated  that  the 
ice-cream  did  not  come  up  to  the  desiredbac fceriological 
standard,  visits  were  made  to  the  manufacturer’s  premises 
with  a view  to  ascertaining  the  reason  for  the  unsatisfactory 
results . 

In  the  main,  the  premises  in  Chesham  in  which  ice-cream 
is  manufactured  or  sold  are  of  a satisfactory  standard.  The 
bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  is  manufactured  outside  the  District 
and  is  of  the  pre-packed  variety. 

7.  FOOD  POISONING  NOTIFICATIONS 

During  the  year  one  cose  of  food  poisoning  was  notified. 

The  organism  responsible  was  identified  as  Salmonella  typhi -murium 
and  available  evidence  suggested  that  the  food  involved  had  been 
consumed  in  a public  restaurant  situated  outside  the  District.
